LONDON, Sept. 22, 11.55 a. m.—Spe- 


cial despatches from Petrograd 
agree 


that the Russians have withdrawn 
safely from the Vilna Salient, the stra- 
tegic value of \vhich was considered 
so great that the Russian sta[? feit 
justified in risking some of the best 
troops to defend it at the last pos- 
sible moment.

wish to return to work.

most popular man in the political life 
of ihc city will be pained to learn of 
his death which occurred this morning 
at his home, 262 Mammoath road after 
an illness of about five months.

spile the fact that he had been ailing 
for some months his death came rather

to come. 
Throughout his illness he 


maintained his characteristic cheerful- 
ness and optimistic spirit and met the 
end with resignation. 


During the early irart of his illness
